THE STEAMERS. 

The first steamer below us upon the left 
hand of the river was the John H. Simonds, a 
large and elegant boat, which was scuttled 


and partially sunk. Directly at her stera was 


the Red Rover, a smaller but very fast boat, 
and apparently in good condition. Next to 


her lay the Grampus, a little, dingy, inferior 


looking tow-bvat, but as fast almost as light- 
ning. Her armament, consisting of two six- 


pounders, bad been carried off or thrown into 
the river. The Grampus was known among 
the rebels as “ Dare-devil Jack,.”’ Her days 


in the rebel service, however, are ended, and 


she will probably be for some time in her 
present position, sunken nearly to her hurri- 


cene deck, ag she is hardly worth the raising. 


The rebel fieg was flying defiantly from her 
stern at daylight, but is now a trophy en board 
the &t. Louis. Her commander was Marsh 


Milier, a well known river man, and un Inbred, 
natural, original secessionist. His boat has 
done the rebels great service as a courier.

Correspondence of Chicago Tribuue.) 
Carmo, Wednesday, April 9, 1968, 

I have sent by telegraph the main points of 
the great battle at Pittsburg, Tennessee, so 
far as they have reached this city up to 
9 o’clock to-night. There are some circum- 
stances which could not be fully explained, 
and though a repetition of most of them may 
be meceseary, I deem it best to.embody all 
that has transpired thus far as reported here, 
in this letter. Subsequent and more accurate 
accounts may differ very materially from what 
The best secounts before us 
now give the position of our forces, and the 
account of the battle, about as follows: 

Pittsburg is situated between and nearly 
cqui-distant from two creeks that enter the 
Tennesece from the west, nearly at right 
angles to the river, some four miles apart. 
i Federal forces were posted between these 
| two streams, the front belag some four or five 
miles from the river. The road between Pitts- 
burg and Corinth runs nearly through the 
centre of the camp, Gen. Prentiss, with his 
division, occupied the front on the left, two 
or three regiments being stationed nex to the 
plek ets, and in the rear was Gen. Sherman's 
division. Gen. McClernand bad tke front on 
the right, and in his rear towards the river 
was Gen. Sherman. Gen. Hurlbut was posted 
in the centre in the rear of the frout division, |

During the night of Sunday, Major General 
Lew. Wallace came up from Crump’s Landing 
with nineteen thousand men, and in the mora- 
ing the battle was resumed with redoubled 
fury. Both armies seemed to fight as if the 
destinies of the continent hang upon their ef- 
torte, and between ten and twelve the elements 
ef destruction seemed to be grappling with 
fiendish fury. In the meantime Gen, Buell. 
hat crossed the Tennessee with forty thou- 
sand men, amd he at once attacked the enemy 
op the flank. The traitors were soon forced 
to fly before the steady valor of the friends ot 
freedom, and the route became general. With 
some twelve thousand troops, mostly cavalry, 
Gen, Buell pressed on the rear of the fleciag 
foe, taking hundreds of prisoners and smiting 
those that would not yield, “‘ hip and thigh.”’

With this commmand Gen. Wallace in the 
morning attacked Mercely the left wing of the 
enemy. They went into the fight on the 
double qnick, with tremendous shouts, and 
did jerrible execution. By 10 o’clock they 
had driven the rebels back two miles. The 
Chicago boys of Co. A performed prodigies of 
valor. About 10 o’clock the rebels were rein- 
forced, and for a few minutes our gallant boys 
were foreed to yield. The other divisions of 
Buell’s army now appeared, amd at once be- 
came fully engaged, and for two hours all the 
destructive elements of earth seemed stri- 
ving for the mastery on that fatal field. 

Southern chivalry proved no metch for the 
unflinching courage of the army of freedom, 
and the rebels fied in all directions. With 
some 12,000 troops, mostly cavalry, 
General Buell followed the Mugitive foe, 
taking thousands of prisomers, and smi- 
ting without mercy those who wonld 
not surrender. Hie is reported to have taken 
Corinth with all ite immense stores of arms 
and ammunition. Carson, the scout, had his 
head torn off on Monday by @ round shot, 
The rebel troops were mostiy from Louisiana, 
Texas and Miseissippi, with many from Geor- 
gia and Alabama. They fought like tigers. 
Our informants could ride through the batt!o- 
ficld where our forces were posted, but the 
dead were so thick im the enenmry’s line that 
they could not do i. They assure us that the 
rebels oceupied our camps on Monday aight, 
took care of our sick and wounded, and des- 


‘troyed nothing, expecting confidently to have our

We already won. 

On Sunday, Gen. McClernand cut his way 
through the enemy that had surrounded him. 
Most of his troops behaved with great gallant- 
ry,, but the 58d Ohfe, Col. Appler, was order- 
ed to the rear in disgrace for refusing to fight. 

Capt. Harvey, TIL, is among 
the killed. 

Our informants were assured, by those who 
knew him, that John ©. Breckinridge was ta- 
ken prisoner, They. saw him pass to the Gen- 
eral’s quarterg. Jt is imposdiiile, as yet, to 
get lists of the killed and wounded.
